AUDIENCE CALM 
FACING FIR 


Crowded Theater Emptied in 
Most Remarkable Manner. 


OPERA HOUSE DESTROYED 


SOTHERN WILL LOSE $50,000 ON 
HIS HAMLET SETTINGS. 


Flames Were Discovered Soon After 
the Play Began in Cincinnati and 
the People Quietly Walked 
Cut Without Excitement. 


CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 23.—In the fire 
which destroyed the Grand Opera House 
last night there was witnessed one of the 
most remarkable scenes in the history of 
theater fires. Though the building was 
then in flames and smoke poured into the 
body of the house, the audience dispersed 
in an orderly manner and not a person was 
injured. : 

The play set for the night was “‘Hamlet,”’ 
by the E. H. Sothern company. The house 
was packed by a brilliant audience. The 
first act scene had been finished and in the 
se-ond, Mr. Sothern acting the part of Ham- 
let, had spoken but a few lines, when a 
shlight disturbance was observed in the or- 
chestra seats about the fourth row from 
the orchestra on the south side of the center 
aisle. It was caused by a slight issue of 
smoke at that point. 

Mr. Sothern stepped to the front of the 
Stage and assured the audience that every- 
thing was all right. To further remove ap- 
prehension, Mr. Sothern resumed his part, 
but before he had spoken two lines the 
smoke issued in such volume that there was 
a spontaneous movement of the people in 
its vicinity. 

Without further ado or suggestion or ad- 
vice one of the most remarkable scenes ever 
witnessed in a crowded audience took place. 
It was as if the whole situation had been re- 
vealed to every person in the house, and, 
without a single shout or anything else in- 
dicating a leader, the dispersal of the audi- 
ence began and was carried out with as 
much order and composure as if no such 
thing as fire had ever been known. 

It appears that the fire started in some 
way from the furnace underneath the or- 
chestra. It soon communicated to the stage, 
and to this fact is owing the loss of the 
greater portion of the property of the Soth- 
ern company. Mr. Sothern estimates his loss 
at $50,000. The players lost their wardrobes. 

Adjoining the rear of the opera house, 
separated by an alley, is the targe Butler 
building. The fire entered this in the upper 
Stories, and the roof and two upper 
flcors of the building were practically de- 
stroyed. The upper portion of the engine 
house, which adjoins the Butler building, 
was seriously damaged by fire. 

The lessees of the Grand Opera House 
are Rainforth and Havlin. The building be- 
longed to Mrs. Charles P. Taft. whose hus- 
band is the proprietor of the Times-Star. 

Mr. Sothern announced that he expected to 
meet his next engagement at Detroit, as 
usual. 

Mrs. Sothern, who rendered heroic assist- 
ance to the ladies near the stage by help- 
ing them to escape, completely collapsed 
after the excitement was over and gad to

ZINC MINERS ORGANIZED. 


They Will Counteract Low Prices by 
Extensive Shipments Abroad. 
JOPLIN, Mo., Jan. 23.—A vigarous effort 
is to be made by the owners of the Miss- 
ourl Kansas zinc mines to compel the 
American smelters to pay better prices 
for zinc ore. For some time the Zine: 
Miners’ Association, which formally con- 
trolled the prices of zinc ore in this dis- 
trict, has ceased to be reconized by the 
smelters. As a consequence, the prices of 
ore have been forced down until they have 
depreciated 30 to # per cent within the 

past fifteen months. 

Recently the ore in Europe began to get 
scarce and European smelters turned 
their attention to the Missourl-Kansas 
district, which furnishes about seven- 
eighths of the American zine ore.

KING EDWARD VII. 


The death of Queen Victoria and the accession of Edward 
VI. will interrupt official proceedings in England, but it 
will not disturb the course of affairs or seriously affect pub- 
lic policy. 

In the modern English system of government the func- 
tions of the monarch are chiefly ceremonial and routine. The 
King is not an active force and has no initiative. His will 
is to do the will of his people, who are actually though not 
nominally the source of authority, the Parliament being the 
Organ of the public will. 

The cabinet is selected from the majority of the elected 
House of Commons and from among those peers who are in 
sympathy with the prevailing party. This has been the rule 
since the time of William and Mary, and since George III 
no English monarch has ventured to go counter to it, even in 
trifles. 

Nevertheless, a King endowed with a forceful character 
and clear intelligence will not be a mere figurehead. Queen 
Victoria’s influence was unseen, but it was not unfelt, and 
accounts agree that the present King, while Prince of Wales, 
exerted no mean influence in public affairs, especially in the 
foreign relations of the kingdom. 

Thus it has come about that the English monarch derives 
his power not from his kingly office but from his virtue as 
@man. His manhood is the measure of his influence. 

Nobody pretends that Edward VII is a great man. But 
it is generally agreed that he has those qualities most need. 
ed in a modern king of England.

Members of the Legislature must: keep it in mind that what 
the people want is @ tax on the franchises of quasi-public 
corporations enjoying public monopolies. 

The chief of the lobby has defined the position of the Third 
House on this matter. ‘None need doubt where I stand 
en this question,”” said Col Phelps to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday morning. “I want the small, as well as the large 
fry taxed equally for business purposes.” 

In other words, the lobby insists that there shall be no fran- 
chise tax but a corporation fax.

Individuals and corporations should pay taxes upon their 
tangible real and personal property, and this they already do, 
But besides tangible property, quasi-public ‘corporations, 
street and steam railways, telegraph, telephone, gas, etc., 
possess a most valuable species of property in their franchises 
which should be made to yield a fair share of public revenue.

FREE STREET CAR RIDES 


Boma is the capital of the Congo Free 
State. It is 30 miles from the mouth of the 
river. Fifteen years ago Boma was nothing 
but a rocky hill at the base of which 
stretched a great marsh, the prolific source 
of tropical fevers. A great change has 
been wrought in the appearance and condl- 
tions of Boma. A number of long streets 
have been built over the hill. This height 
hus been dug down and leveled so that it 
is no longer difficult to reach it from the 
bank of the river. The marshes have been 
drained, beautiful little parks now flourish 
and the Boma of today is a smiling, flour- 
ishing town. Piers extend out into the riv- 
er and vessels from Kurope tie up at these 
iron structures and discharge their cargoes 
directly into the little cars that are pulled 
by small steam engines along the main 
street of Boma. 

The pecullarity of this steam tramway is 
that it makes no charge to anyone who de- 
sires to ride on it. The entire populace of 
Boma may travel between the town and the 
river without paying a cent. Passenger 
trains, however, run only four times a day. 
The man on the street corner who desires to 
hail a train must sometimes find it a rather 
long time to wait. 

Though the passenger service is so infre- 
quent the trains are running about all the 
time; for Boma is a yery busy place and 
Royal avenue, through which the tramway 
runs, is lined with stores. The cars carry 
goods from the steamers to the shops of 
Royal avenue or palm oil and other native 
sroducts down to the wharves. At times. 
enh when several days have elapsed 
after the arrival of a steamer, there may 
be no freightage business, but the tramway 
is as busy as ever, for then big loads of dirt 
are hauled from one part of Royal avenue 
to another in the still uncompleted work of 
leveling the town.—New York Sun.

He reigned 22 years and was suc- 
ceeded by Edward V. His fate fs too well 
known for no sooner had he been raised to 
the throne--he was only 13 years of age— 
than his uncle Richard Duke of Gloucester 
accomplished his death and _ reigned as 
Richard Il}. With the death of this design- 
ing hunchback, in 1485, the House: of York 
assed out of existence and the House of 
fudor was installed. Edward VI, the last 
Edward ascended the throne in 1547. He 
was the son of Henry VIII, by Jane Sey- 
mour and he died in 1553. 

The Scottish House of Stuart followed the 
death of Elizabeth, the daughter of Henry 
VIII, by Anne Boleyn, in 1603. 

Cromwell was responsible for the fall of 
the Stuurts, and the Commonwealth was 
declared on May 19, 1649. Oliver Cromwell 
was made lord protector in 1653, and upon 
his death in 1658 his son Richard took his 
lace. He resigned in 1659 and the House of 

tuart was restored. 

With the death of Queen Anne in 1714 the 
restored House of Stuart ended, and the 
present Hanoverian House was installed, 
with George-I on the throne. He was the 
son of the Elector of Hanover by Sophia 
the daughter of Elizabeth who was the 
daughter of James lV of Scotland.

around the back of his neck. The bare- 
headed man in illustration No. 3 has se- 
cured this grip on his opponent. 

Now let us look at the victim's situation. 
The bare-headed man can tighten the grip 
of his right arm on the other's throat, and 
at the same time, stiffening his own left 
arm from elbow to finger tips, can press 
hard into the back of the victim's neck. 

This grip would strangle an opponent or 
even break his neck if it were continued. 

The victim's upraised left arm is kept use-

EAST SIDE SCHOOL TROUBLE 


MRS. CLATFELTER SAYS HER 
DAUGHTER WAS BEATEN. 


This Is Denied by the Teacher, Who 
Says There Was Only a Little Play- 
ful Scramble in the Yard by 
the Pupils. 


Mrs. Ella Clatfelter made application to 
Judge Patrick McKane of East St. Louis 
Wednesday for warrants for the arrest of 
Miss Laura Gwillam, teacher in the IIl- 
nois city public schools, and the following 
pupils: Walter Bader, Nellie Peck, Laura 
Wigginton, Ambrosie Johnston, Lemuel 
Giles, Clara Dumfrort, Lole Burkmeyer, 
Willie Heines, Emmét ‘Malone, Rebecca 
Coughlin and Nettie Baugh. 

Mrs. Clatfelter charges that the pupils 
assaulted her daughter, Virginia, aged 9 
years, and beat her into a state of insensi- 
bility because she had been tardy at school, 
and that Miss Gwillam, the teacher, was an 
accessory. 

Judge McKane has not yet !f!ssued the 
warrant, having taken the matter under 
advisement, as Miss Gwillam, a woman of 
eminent respectability and social standing, 
lenies In total the allegations set forth in 
Mrs. Clatfelter’s complaint. She says there 
was a little playful tussle among the chil- 
dren, which is common on old_ schoo! 
grounds, and that if Virginia Clatfelter was 
injured at all it was purely accidental and 
not the result of any encouragement upon 
her part, 

The girl's mother, on the other hand, says 
the beating was due to a prearranged plot 
between teacher and pupils, because the 
tardiness of Virginia reduced the standing 
of the room in which she was a pupil. 

The case has aroused a great deal of 
speculation in East St. Louis, and Judge 
McKane’'s decision is awaited with in- 
terest, 


WOULD ABOLISH MANY OFFICES 


Councilman Carroll Offers Bill of the 
Reorganization of the Street De- 
partment—Its Provisions. 


A reduced street department, placed under 
the control of the board of public improve- 
ments and removed from the mayor's in- 
fluence, {s proposed in a bill introduced into 
the city council Tuesday night by’ Counclil- 
man Charles Carroll. 

A bill with a similar purpose and calling 
for similar changes was introduced nearly 
a year ago by Councilman Hodges, but 
died for lack of support. Mr. Carrd6ll was 
not an advocate of the passage of the 
Hodge measure. He was a supporter of 
the Wittenberg bill, which expanded the 
force of inspectors and clerks in the street 
department. He referred to this circum- 
stance in introducing the bill Tuesday 
night, 

The reduction of the annual running ex- 
penses of the department would amotut 
to $40,000, Mr. Caroll claims. It revises the 
entire list of subordinates of the street com- 
missioner; and lessens the number of posi- 
tions by 31. 

The city is divided into 8 street 4istricts, 
instead of four as at present. Temporary 
and permanent clerks and inspectors are 
provided for. The offices at present existing 
which would be abolished under the provi- 
sions of the bill are: Secretary, one sten- 
ographer, one principal draughtsman, one 
first-class draughtsman, one district engin- 
eer, one office superintendent, one clerk in 
the excavation division, four district sup- 
erintendents, four assistant district super- 
intendents and 16 inspectors. 

The Carroll bill gives power to confirm 
alh} appointments to the board of public 
improvements. Mr. Carroll says such an ar- 
rangement would give the street commis- 
sioner, actual, instead of nominal, control 
of his department.
